The 
crest and shield is composed of meaningful symbols and colors. The 
dotted portion will be gold, the barred portion blue, the unshaded por- 
tions will be white and the darkened areas will be brown. 


PROPOSED LONDONDERRY COAT OF ARMS 


At the annual Town Meeting citizens of Londonderry will be asked to 
accept a coat of arms for the town which has been designed by the 
Londonderry Coat of Arms Committee. 

The design contains a number of significant parts which are symbolic 
of the individuality of Londonderry. The crossed palms of the crest 
denote achievement, the cornucopia, abundance; and the cross, faith of 
our forefathers. 

The heart of the arms is the shield, serving as a background for an oak 
branch with acorns. These are to remind us of the original township 
settled in 1719 and incorporated in 1722. The combined symbols speak 
of victory, longevity and perpetuation. 

Supporting the shield, the white rising eagles.in flight signify mag- 
nanimity, fortitude, freedom and superiority. The eagle is also our na- 
tional symbol of courage. 

The shaft of arrows signifies unity, and the single arrow stands for 
speed, directness and great potential power. The gavel denotes demo- 
cracy and authority. 

The knight’s helmet, entwined with Londonderry Linen and done in 
the heraldic colors of blue and gold, is significant of the Latin motto, 
Fides, Justitia, Veritas, meaning faith, justice and truth. 

Feeling that these should be the aims of our community, the com- 
mittee has consulted several authoritive sources for guidance in de- 
signing this emblem. 

Among them the Sanson Institute of Heraldry, Heraldic Design by 
Hubert Allcock, and The Picture Book of Symbols by Ernest Lehner.

It was voted affirmative to 
reject the article. 

Art. No. 16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of the 
Municipal Budget Law. it was moved to accept by Mr. Lievens and se- 
conded by Mr. Cote. The Moderator asked for a vote by show of hands 
and the result was that Art. 16 was defeated. 

Art. No. 17. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 250th Anniver- 
sary of Nutfield Celebration on July 3, 4, 5, and 6 as a municipal func- 
tion. Mrs. McKinney moved the article be accepted, seconded by Mr. 
DeCato and voted affirmative. 

Art. No. 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Fire Chief to 
send men and equipment to other towns and cities in the immediate 
vicinity if requested to do so, in accordance with R.S.A. 154:24, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. Mr. Strino moved the article be accepted, 
it was seconded by Mr. VanGrevenhof and voted affirmative.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 
1969 


During the past year we have acquired approximately another four 
miles of streets to add to our summer and winter maintenance program. 
This brings our mileage to be approximately 45 miles of tar and 27 
miles of dirt. 

To give you some idea of the new streets, they are King Richard Drive, 
Beech Hill Drive, Oak Drive, Forest Street, Timber Street, Grove Street, 
Pleasant Drive, Holly Lane, Albany Street, Boston Street, Charlestown 
Street, Olde Pendelton Road, Appollo Drive, Acropollis Lane, Crosby 
Drive, Estey Drive, Burgess Drive, Melody Lane, Devonshire Lane, Lan- 
caster Drive, Cortland Street, Kit Lane, Jolly Lane, and Pheasant Run. 

We have finished resurfacing the remaining half of our tar streets 
which were done the previous year. This summer we should do half of 
our tar streets making a complete cycle every other year. 

The Selectmen and IJ are trying to get more work done on our drainage 
and road widening problems. 

All of our streets are getting much more faster and heavier traffic, 
especially in the areas where there is new development taking place. 

Many of our old tar streets and culverts take severe punishment from 
the faster and heavier traffic. | 

There are many problems to be worked out such as corners to be 
straightened for better visibility and safety for school buses, which are 
getting more plentiful and larger. 

We have had meetings this past year in regard to a central communi- 
cation system which would give all departments a better means of work- 
ing together and giving better and faster service to the people. 

I sincerely hope that in the very near future this may be accomplished. 

I feel that we in the town of Londonderry are very fortunate in hav- 
ing good building developers who have been most cooperative in trying 
to construct good homes and streets. 

The new town grader which was purchased last town meeting and ar- 
rived this spring has been working very satisfactorily for both summer 
and winter maintenance work.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Two major problems have reached a point where action must be taken 
to alleviate them. Both require an increase in manpower. The first prob- 
lem is in the number of hours of duty now required of each man. The 
three regular officers are on duty for five, twelve hour shifts or 60 hours 
. per week. Added to this are the necessary appearances at court during 
investigations, and so forth, that occur outside of normal work times. 
It is becoming too common for the officers to be involved in police . 
work for 70 or more hours per week. The tremendous growth of the 
town and the additional calls to the department do not permit suffi- 
cient time off for the men. They do not receive overtime pay. They are 
suppose to receive compensatory time off but there is no one to replace 
them. In order to bring the work week more in line with normalcy, we 
are proposing in this years budget the addition of a man who will work 
in the time slots that are now open, who will replace men who are on 
vacation or sick leave, or in court or other related law enforcement 
duties. He will also work to assist in problem number two. 

This problem can be categorized as “Response Time.” We are all 
aware that Londonderry covers a great deal of area. The ability of a 
cruiser to respond to a call with some degree of speed has not been 
good. Because of additional factors such as accidents, investigations and 
so forth, the officer might well be out of the cruiser when an emergency 
call comes in. Another factor is new expansion at the Grenier Field In- 
dustrial Village. Some 35 additional businesses have come into being 
this year. New Businesses in the Manchester-owner sections of London- 
derry add to this increase. Earlier this year, a group of men from the 
businesses formed a committee to see what could be done to improve 
police protection in this area. A routine patrol and check of this area 
can take up to two hours. Should a call come in from the South end of 
town while the cruiser is in the hangar area of the west side of the field, 
the very quickest that the officer could respond would be 15-20 min- 
utes. This element is heading us for serious trouble in several areas of 
law enforcement. We have explained to the Grenier area businesses that 
we cannot give a priority to any one area. This has meant that there are 
some nights when we are unable to check that area even once. This can 
lead to a poor industrial climate; can well result in the loss of industry 
and badly needed tax revenues. In order to correct this situation to some 
degree, we are proposing in our budget an additional man for patrol 
during busy hours. This would enable us to divide the town into two 
sections for more adequate coverage. It would enable us to dispatch the 
second cruiser to an emergency, should the first be already committed. 
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This increased coverage would also allow us to give better protection to 
all sections of the town. 

In order to offset as much of the cost of this added protection as 
possible, Chief Ball has applied to the New Hampshire Highway Safety 
Committee for Federal Assistance. A plan was submitted and approved 
by State and Federal Agencies which will reimburse the town the sum 
of $5,750.00 as a 50% share of the cost of the plan. The object of the 
plan is to promote Highway Safety within the town and is readily in- 
corporated into our fegular work. This means that we can have two 
additional men, a second cruiser and radio equipment, with nominal 
increases to the regular department for a total increase in our budget of 
$10,385.00. We feel that this is an excellent “buy” for the added pro- 
tection it will give. 

A check of our yearly activities gives some indication of the problems 
faced by the Department. There were forty reports of Breaking and En- 
tering investigated by the Department; twelve arrests were made for 
felonies; there were one hundred and sixty-eight accidents, two of them 
fatal, investigated by the Department; two assaults; twenty-six assists 
to other departments; thirty-one assists to stranded motorists; thirty- 
five complaints with family problems; two arrests for driving under the 
influence of alcoholic beverages; thirteen emergency notifications; eight 
hundred and seventy house checks; eleven lost or missing persons; eight 
reports of lost or stolen property; eleven reports of poowlers; ten re- 
ports of rubbish dumping; twelve vandalism reports; twelve juveniles 
cases were processed through Juvenile Court; three hundred and twenty- 
eight other complaints and requests for assistance were received. A total 
of one hundred and ninety-six arrests were made. Of these, eight were 
found not guilty. One hundred and fifty-three were motor vehicle cases, 
with uninspected vehicles topping the list at thirty-four; twenty-four 
for speeding, twenty-one for operating without a license, nineteen for 
operating with bald tires, sixteen for operating unregistered vehicles, 
eight for solid line violations, four stop sign violations, three for failing 
to yield the right-of-way, three misuse of plates, two for operating under 
the influence of alcoholic beverages, one for operating to endanger, 
and eighteen other miscellaneous motor vehicle charges; twenty-one 
arrests on misdemeanor charges, plus the twelve felonies previously 
mentioned. Eighteen stolen cars were recovered in Londonderry. 

Some of the work of the officers which does not appear in the acti- 
vity report, but which are important to the well-being of the Town, 
include the following: All three officers continued their education at 
St. Anselm’s, taking various courses to improve their capabilities in an 
ever changing law enforcement picture. Chief Ball continued his credits 
toward an Associate Degree in Law Enforcement. 

All available assistance is given to families with internal problems. 
This complex society with its many problems is the cause of much mis- 
understanding between the parent and the child. The officer makes 
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every effort to create understanding and recognition of the various 
problems both to the parent and the youngster. We find that the ability 
to open a line of communication between the adult and young people 
is often all that is needed to re-establish a friendly atmosphere in the 
home. 

Chief Ball attends many public meetings throughout the year for the 
purpose of establishing better understanding within the community. 
Talks on drugs, alcohol, and highway safety are aimed at providing the 
public with knowledge of the problems with the hope that we may 
prevent many of the problems from arising. The assistance of the public 
is an absolute necessity for an effective police department.

Any and all business or information calls 
must be placed at these times or there will be no answer. Never report a 
fire over these secondary station numbers. Our RED PHONE (432-3138) 
is a 24 hour response system. This number rings at our fire stations as 
well as at strategically located areas in homes and businesses that assure 
us around the clock response to any fire call. Whenever this number is 
dialed a full scale fire response is activated. If you dial this red phone 
number for other than a fire you are responsible for a false alarm. If you 
dial the station numbers to report a fire you will not alert the depart- 
ment and could lose your property due to no response. We have been 
receiving 2-3 calls per day on the red phone and people hang up when 
we answer. PLEASE JOT THIS DOWN AND REMEMBER...

Our total estimated fire loss this past year, including house, car and 
mobile homes, amounted to $32,475.00. When compared to our present 
total property valuation of 33 million dollars this represents a loss of 
one-tenth of one percent.

Additions of basic equipment to the department included a smoke 
ejector, resuscitator, air compressor, 2000’ fire hose, flood lights, genera- 
tor (necessary for flood light operation but unable to operate other 
equipment), uniforms towards completing our intent of having all per- 
sonnel so equipped and the acquisition of the use of a Mack fire truck, 
from the State, which we are in the process of readying for service. 


General improvements for the year, some falling under the heading of 
equipment but warranting special mention, included the donation, 
from the Londonderry Housing Authority, of the main radio tower now 
standing behind Station 1. This tower puts us in direct communication 
with all surrounding communities, enabled us to hook in monitors for 
key personnel that are beyond the range of our audible alarm sirens 
thereby giving immediate alarm to these personnel, allowed us to let the 
Road Agent and Civil Defense put antennas on the tower to give them 
full range of communication. The erection, and hook up, of this tower 
would normally be quite expensive BUT all required time and labor was 
generously donated and is most appreciated. We also erected a smaller 
tower at Station 2, installed underground gasoline tanks enabling us to 
buy gas at bulk prices and tax free, erected a flag pole in front of Sta- 
tion 1, installed an oil tank at Station 2, increased our permanent per- 
sonnel to 3 as per the 1969 allowed budget and surfaced the entire area 
in front of Station 1 and the hall.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT 
CHIEF 

Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many fires. Care- 
lessness in burning trash and discarding smoking material and children 
playing with fire caused most of the fires. Your Forest Fire Warden’s 
job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follow: 

Fire Permit: 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland any- 
time the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as 
well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 

Exceptions: 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the 
Fire Warden. 

Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with per- 
mission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written per- 
mission of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The War- 
den can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the 
Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for this 
purpose. 

Penalties: 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall en- 
danger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s im- 
prisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leaving 
it the same penalties as in (1) above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, maximum 
fine is $25.00. 

Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our town 
free from smokes in 1970.

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REPORT OF THE LONDONDERRY PLANNING BOARD 


Planning Board activity during 1969 paralleled the growth of London- 
derry. The Regular Monthly Meetings were supplemented with many 
Special Meetings and field trips. 

More than 550 lots were included on the many preliminary and final 
subdivision plans submitted to the Board. The area south of route 102 
has been particularly. subject to subdivision activity. This expanding 
transformation of farmland into homesites, multiple housing and com- 
mercial use emphasizes not only the value of realistic control but the 
need to maintain it’s currency. 

Special Meetings were considerably occupied with study and refine- 
ment of the Comprehensive Plan (701) prepared by the Sewell Com- 
pany. The plan was finalized and distributed to the Town Boards and 
civic organizations during December. It is hoped that individuals will 
utilize the loan copies available at the library and the town offices. 

The Comprehensive Plan effort initiated a general revision of the sub- 
division regulations and zoning ordinance. The revised subdivision re- 
gulations were discussed at a Public Hearing and adopted by the Board 
January 9, 1970. The zoning ordinance revision will be proposed at 
Public Hearings in the second quarter of the year. Zoning changes, of 
course, will require adoption by the voters. 

Londonderry’s probable future growth has been variously estimated. 
Though the specifics may differ, the projections are agreed that the 
growth rate will increase and will be sustained, at least for the remain- 
der of this century. 

Growth of a town manifests itself perhaps most obviously by the need 
for new school construction. However, as the Comprehensive Plan sug- 
gests, Londonderry’s growth poses many questions in addition to the 
recognized need for properly planned building construction. 

For example — can the town continue to depend on part-time ad- 
ministration and a once-a-year look at town problems and programs? 
Can the town afford to spend funds or take over facilities not properly 
engineered? How can the town most efficiently set aside “open space’ 
which all too soon may be either too costly or even non-existent? How 
does the town provide for planned addition of water and sewer facili- 
ties? Can the town benefit by provision of capital reserve funds and a 
steady level of capital expenditure? In view of the mounting property 
tax burden, how can the tax base be broadened? 

These questions typify the problems confronting Londonderry — the 
one certainty is growth and it’s resulting change — the challenge then is 
to direct the changes for the benefit of the town. 

The Board trusts that the Comprehensive Plan provides one ‘tool’ to 
assist in meeting that challenge.

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DOG OFFICER’S REPORT FOR 1969 
LONDONDERRY,N. H. | 


There were 599 dogs licensed in 1969 in comparison with 514 licensed 
in 1968. The dog officer received approximately 300 complaints during 
the year. Over 65 dogs were disposed of. There were seventeen dogs 
killed by automobiles, and eight seriously injured and had to be put 
away by officers. These were all unlicensed or unclaimed dogs. All stray 
or untagged dogs picked up by the dog officer are held for a minimum 
of forty-eight hours to give dog owners opportunity to claim them. 
Efforts are made to find homes for the animals, but because of the 
large amount handled, most of the dogs are destroyed. 

With the increase in the amount of dogs in Town, especially stray 
dogs, we are being faced with a problem of caring and housing the ani- 
mals. In 1969 Francis Marsh was kind enough to lend the use of his 
building for the housing of the dogs until they were disposed of. How- 
ever, the dog officer estimates, as you will note in his budget, the cost 
of caring and housing of the dogs for 1970 will be approximately $8.00 
per week, or $416.00 for the year. There was no itemized appropriation 
of dog damages for 1969. However, we have tried to itemize them in- 
dividually this year due to the ever-increasing amount of dogs, com- 
plaints, etc. We hope you will find the estimated expenses self-explana- 
tory. 

Dog owners are reminded the law requires all dogs receive a rabies 
vaccine and obtain a license from the Town Clerk for any dog over three 
months of age.

FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF 
LONDONDERRY CIVIL DEFENSE 


Our group presently consists of fifty-three persons. During the past 
year personnel have completed courses in “‘Personal and Family Sur- 
vival’, “Radiological Monitoring” and “Shelter Management.” 

Until this past year, we have been able to take advantage of Federal 
matching funds to procure such items as resuscitators, two-way radios, 
sirens, etc. The matching funds were discontinued in 1969 and we now 
have to pay 100% of the cost. We are hoping for a resumption of match- 
ing funds in 1970. 

Our appropriation in 1969 was used to procure a mobile public ad- 
dress system, a used International walk-in van, three monitors for the 
warning system which is presently placed with the Police and Fire de- 
partments, and other items such as fog nozzles, storage cabinets, suc- 
tion hose, gate valves, stretchers, etc. Prior to 1969, we had accumu- 
lated such items as: portable generators, bunks, 16mm projector with 
sound, typewriters, lanterns, field stoves, mess kits, blankets, bandages, 
tents, tarps, wire, Radiological Monitoring Sets, etc. 

We were authorized to scrap or sell two vehicles that came to us via 
the Federal Surplus Program approximately eight years ago. We sold 
them for a total of $350.00. $150.00 went into the 1969 budget and 
$200.00 went into the 1970 budget. We requested, and the budget 
committee approved, a 1970 appropriation of $300.00. 

We need volunteers for Rescue, Communications and Radiological 
Monitoring. We are hoping that in the near future we will have a cen- 
tralized emergency center with a substantial emergency plan that will 
assist Londonderry in the case of a Civil Emergency.

We enjoyed the opportunity to work on this committee and hope that 
Londonderry progressed in the direction of the original aim of our 
forefathers, and that was to remember, and live by the “Faith in God.” 

The response from many citizens leads us to believe that everyone 
enjoyed the celebration and we sincerely hope that every member of 
Londonderry now feels like a part of this great community family.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry in the County of 
Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Central School in said Lon- 
donderry on Tuesday, the tenth day of March next, at Ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: Polls will open at 
ten A.M., and close seven P.M. 

Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

Article 3. To see what rate of discount the Town will allow on taxes 
for the ensuing year. 

Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
sell, at public Auction, property acquired by the Town through Tax 
Collector’s Deeds. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for the con- 
struction of Class V roads, and raise and set aside for said purpose the 
sum of $1,916.72 and the State to contribute the sum of $12,778.11. 

Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to give the Londonderry Ath- 
letic Field Association permission to use an area of land approximately 
four acres in size located at the Southeast corner of the “‘Cross”’ pro- 
perty, this land now owned by the Town of Londonderry. Description 
of area as follows: “Beginning at the Southeast corner of the Cross land 
by the Nelson Road, going southwesterly along the field line and wall 
four hundred feet to the tree line, then in a northwesterly direction 
along the tree line four hundred feet to stone wall, then in a northeas- 
terly direction four hundred feet to the Nelson Road, then southeasterly 
along the Nelson Road to the point of beginning.’ This land to be used 
for a baseball field and other youth activities. The Londonderry Athletic 
Field Association shall have the use of said property until authorization 
is rescinded by the vote of a Town Meeting. By petition of Horace 
Ethridge, et al. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of One Thou- 
Dollars ($1,000.00) to be used by the Londonderry Athletic Field As- 
sociation to build a ball field for the Youth of Londonderry. By peti- 
tion of Horace Ethridge, et al. 

Article 9. By request of John E. Webster, Jr. and others, to see if the 
Town will adopt an official coat-of-arms for the Town of Londonderry, 
County of Rockingham, State of New Hampshire as its official Town 
Seal as presented at Town Meeting by the Coat-of-Arms Committee es- 
tablished for this purpose by the March, 1969 Town Meeting. 


Article 10. By request of John E. Webster, Jr. and others, to see if the 
Town will accept the Londonderry Youth Council as a Municipal func- 
tion of Town government with the Selectmen empowered to appoint a 
Board consisting of nine (9) adults to serve as Commissioners. The term 
of office for the first year shall consist of three (3)’one year terms, 
three (3) two year terms and three (3) three year terms. Each year 
thereafter three (3) three-year terms shall be awarded by written ap- 
pointment. 

Article 11. By request of Robert V. Reagan and others, to see if the 
Town will vote and appropriate the sum of Five Hundred ($500) Dollars 
to have an accountant approved by the State Tax Commission to audit 
‘the accounts of the Town of Londonderry. 

Article 12. To see if the town will accept State Aid in the sum of 
$12,500, and raise and set aside the sum of $12,500 to be used for the 
construction of the Kendall Pond Bridge over Beaver Brook. This article 
is an addition to Article 6 of the 1969 Town Warrant.

To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission. The Commission has a 
membership of five of the municipalities in the Metropolitan area.

To see if the Town will vote to name the road on the East 
side of Interstate 93 from Route 102 to Ash Street, “Londonderry 
Road.”

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to name that portion of the 
Old Nashua Road leading by the residence of Mason Young: “Young 
Road” as shown on Map 6, Lot 63. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to give the Londonderry 
Youth Council permission to use the Town Hall until such time as the 
Selectmen should need this building again for the Town Of fice or see 
what other action the people wish to take on this matter. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $30,000 for a comprehensive sewerage survey for the town of 
Londonderry, and to authorize the Selectmen to negotiate a contract 
for same.

PUBLIC DUMP ORDINANCE 
TOWN OF LONDONDERRY 


Section A — PURPOSE 


To provide for orderly, sanitary and reasonable provisions for the dis- 
posal of garbage and waste in the Town of Londonderry, New Hamp- 
shire. 


Section B — DEFINITIONS 


J. The term “public dumping facilities’ means any reasonable provi- 
sions for the depositing or disposing of garbage or refuse by the public 
maintained by public funds, provided it shall not include a dump loca- 
ted on a person’s own property used for the express purpose of de- 
positing garbage and refuse from his own residence. 


II. The term “garbage’’ means all waste, animal, fish, fowl, fruit or 
vegetable matter produced from or resulting from the use or storage of 
food for human consumption. 

III. The term ‘“‘refuse” means all combustible rubbish, ashes and or- 
dinary commercial wastes. Building or construction wastes and indus- 
trial wastes are not included as refuse. 

IV. The terms “human excrement” and “other putrescible material” 
shall mean the liquid or solid waste matter discharged from the intes- 
tinal canal of man or other liquid or solid waste materials which are 
likely to undergo bacterial decomposition; provided, however, that 
these terms shall not include garbage as defined in RSA 147:24. 


Section C — PRIVATE DUMPS 

No private dump or junk yard as defined by statute or the provisions 
of this ordinance, which ever is more restrictive shall be maintained 
within the Town of Londonderry except by license issued by the Board 
of Selectmen, atter a public hearing at which time good cause and suf- 
ficient reason must be shown, justifying, in the opinion of the Select- 
men, the issuance of such a license. 
Section D — 1. PUBLIC DUMP 


The Town shall provide for the benefit of the residents of London- 
derry and others, hereafter defined as “conditional licenses’, a public 
dumping facility pursuant to the requirements and provisions of RSA 
147:23 as amended. 

2. DUMP PERMITS 

Any resident of the Town of Londonderry upon presentation of pro- 
per identification to the Town Clerk or his designate shall receive a 
dump permit in the form of an adhesive sticker. 


Admission to the Town Dump shall be permissable only to those 
residents who conspicuously display said permit on their person or 
motor vehicle upon entering the dumping area, or who produce such 
permit upon request by any officer of the Town of Londonderry or any 
designated agent of the Town of Londonderry. 

3. CONDITIONAL LICENSEE 

Any person, firm, corporation or entity who does not qualify as a re- 
sident of the Town of Londonderry may be issued a “conditional li- 


999 


censee’s” permit subject to the following provisions and requirements: 


(a) The conditional licensee must own, rent, or lease real 
estate situate within the Town of Londonderry, 

(b) Substantial proof of such ownership, or leasehold 
rights must be furnished to the Town Clerk as a con- 
dition precedent to the issuance of such a permit. 

(c) Such a permit is conditional and may be revoked by 
order of the Board of Selectmen for any reason that 
they deem sufficient. 

(d) Only materials originating as rubbish, refuse or gar- 
bage while it is within the Town of Londonderry shall 
be dumped or deposited at the dumping facility. The 
transition from a useful material to a state of rubbish, 
refuse or garbage must occur within the Town of Lon- 
donderry. 

Section E— COMMERCIAL HAULERS 


1. Any individual, corporation, partnership or entity which hauls, re- 
moves, and disposes of rubbish, refuse, garbage or waste commercial 
shall be regulated by the following provisions: 


(a) An application shali be filed with the Board of Se- 
lectmen in a manner prescribed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. 

(b) A commercial permit shall be issued revokable for 
any cause that the Board of Selectmen may deem just 
and proper. 


(c) A permit fee shall be paid for each truck that is em- 
ployed by the commercial hauler. The rate will be 75 
cents per yard based on the average cubic yardage 
dumped in one week. 

(d) Only rubbish, refuse, or garbage which underwent the 
transition from a useful state to a state of rubbish, 
refuse or garbage while it was in the limits of London- 
derry shall be hauled to and dumped at the town 
dumping facility. 

(e) All commercial haulers must file their routes with the 
police department before their permits shall be issued. 


Section F — EFFECTIVE DATE 
This ordinance shall take effect on December 1, 1969. 
Section G - RENEWAL OF LICENSES AND PERMITS 


All licenses and permits shall expire at midnight, April 30 annually. 
Applications for renewal licenses and permits may be made between 
April 1 and April 30. 

Section H —- GENERAL PROVISIONS 

(a) The following matter and materials may not be de- 
posited in the Town Dump. 

(1) Car bodies, tree trunks, and roots. 

(2) Explosive materials or other materials readily sucep- 
tible to self-combustion. 

(3) Human excrement and other putrescible material. 

(b) Materials may be dumped only during hours in which 
the Town Dump is open. 

(c) The Dump will be under the strict control of any 
person in charge, so designated by the Board of Se- 
lectmen. The Dumping of rubbish, refuse and garbage 
shall be in accordance with the instructions of the 
person so charged with the operation of the Dump. 
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._DEVELOPMENT OF GRENIER INDUSTRIAL VILLAGE 


The sale of 30 acres of land, construction of a 32,200 square foot 
industrial building, and occupancy by 36 tenants indicate the extent of 
changes and additions to Grenier Industrial Village during 1969. 

The Air Force still retains 11 buildings and continues to man the Fire 
Station. The annual report for 1968 indicated seven buildings under 
lease with the rate of annual revenue at the end of the year approxi- 
mately $10,000. As of December 31, 1969 there are 40 buildings under 
lease for periods of one to two years comprising 101,658 square feet of 
space. The rate of annual revenue at the year end was approximately 
$60,000. 


CIVIL ACTIVITIES 


ACCESS ROAD. The proposed redevelopment of the Project Area of 
the Authority included as first priority a new highway access from the 
Londonderry side of Grenier Field. In accordance with this the Au- 
thority participated actively in the preparation, introduction and pas- 
sage of an Act of the New Hampshire Legislature to provide this im- 
proved highway. The new access road will connect Harvey Road and 
Brown Avenue around the south side of the airport. This will open up a 
substantial area of privately owned land and the property of the Au- 
thority, and will greatly improve access to the airport terminal and in- 
dustrial area located in the infield. The field surveys have been com- 
pleted and the engineering and design is now under way by the New 
Hampshire Public Works & Highways Department. Under the statute 
this will be a Class II highway, maintained by the state. 


TOWN OFFICES AND CIVIL DEFENSE. Building T-103, 4070 square 
feet in size, is occupied by the Town Offices and T-118, 4720 square 
feet, has been made available to Civil Defense, each for an annual fee of 
$1. The Highway Department uses 1840 square feet in Building T-904 
and Parcel 5 on High Range Road at no charge to the Town. 

RADIO ANTENNAS. Several excellent antennas were located on the 
property of the Authority. The following public agencies have been 
given an antenna at no charge: Londonderry Volunteer, Derry, and East 
Derry Fire Department. These will improve radio communication, par- 
ticularly under their mutual aid compact. Also five antenna poles were 
given to the Derry Recreation and Park Commission. 

COORDINATION AND LIAISON WITH STATE, CITY AND TOWN 
OFFICERS. The future needs of the Town and the Authority have been 
considered jointly with the Selectmen and Manchester Officials, meet- 
ings arranged with State Officials, and proposals received which, if im- 
plemented, would constitute an initial step toward municipal water and 
sewerage Services.

The operations of the Authority have provided additional tax re- 
venue for the year 1970 in accordance with the objective dictated by 
the voters:

Present indications are that the tax revenues generated by the Aut- 
thority will exceed the cost of the municipal services required within 
their area. 


INCREASED EMPLOYMENT 


A survey of the tenants of Grenier Industrial Village at the end of the 
year indicates 179 employees at that time. Obviously a certain percen- 
tage of these live and pay taxes in the Town of Londonderry. 


ENGINEERING AND PLANNING 


Subdivision plans for the 94.5 acre parcel east of Harvey Road and 
the 87 acres west of the north/south runway have been completed, ap- 
proved by the Londonderry Planning Board and filed with the Rock- 
ingham County Registry. The parcel east of Harvey Road has been sub- 
divided into 39 lots of approximately 2 acres each. Three of these lots 
have been sold. 23.7 acres of the parcel west of the runway have been 
sold. The remaining 64 acres have been subdivided into 24 lots. 


IMMEDIATE GOALS 


The Authority will continue the leasing of buildings to provide operat- 
ing capital and the sale of land to retire the debt and provide funds for 
development. This includes necessary site development with extension 
and relocation of streets and utilities. 


LONG RANGE GOALS 
The Authority intends to carry out the mandate of the voters at the 
1968 Town Meeting — “‘to redevelop these areas for industrial use to 
strengthen the economic base of the Town by restoring the land to the 
tax rolls and providing employment.”

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the citizens of Londonderry, I hereby submit my fourth annual 
report. | would like to take this opportunity to make the citizens of 
Londonderry aware of the minimum standards and recommendations 
for New Hampshire Public Elementary School approval as adopted by 
the New Hampshire State Board of Education on June 11, 1969. 


1. September 1, 1972 as the effective date for local schools to begin 
implementation of Minimum Standards and Recommendations for 
New Hampshire Elementary Schools for School Approval. K through 
8. 

2. July 1, 1969 as the effective date for space requirements for new 
school facilities, additions and renovations. 

The major reason for planning, organizing and establishing a Minimum 
Standards program for public elementary education are to: 

1. Improve the quality of learning and teaching in New Hampshire. 

2. To see that each child has an equal opportunity for learning. 

The project goals will require: 

1. Public elementary schools to develop a written statement of phil- 
osophy. 

2. Schools to develop organizational patterns that best meet the needs 
of all children. 

3. Sound administration and supervision in the elementary school. 

4. A broad, well-balanced, elementary school curriculum. 

5. Well-qualified and sufficient personnel to meet adequately the needs 
of all the children. 

6. Sound in-service education program for all teachers. 

7. Good library facilities and services in all public elementary schools. 

8. Good guidance and counseling services in all public elementary 
schools. 

9. Functional, modern elementary school facilities. 

Schools meeting the requirements of Approved Elementary Schools 
and Conditionally Approved Elementary Schools are defined as eligible 
for state financial assistance. Under RSA 194:23D Approved School 
means a school which meets all the provisions of the minimum stan- 
dards adopted by the State Board of Education. Conditionally Approved 
School means a school which does not meet the provisions contained in 
the minimum standards, but for which the local school board has adop- 
ted and submitted a plan for correcting the sub-standard conditions and 
the plan has been approved by the Commissioner of Education. The 
local board, in adopting and submitting a plan for correcting these sub- 
standard conditions, should include the time necessary to bring about 
the desired change. 

I will not attempt at this writing to completely outline the Minimum 
Standards as prepared by the State Board of Education. I will summarize 
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below the most important aspects of this document and suggest that a 
voter may obtain copies of these through the Office of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools or the State Department of Education. 

Minimum Standards: 

Administration and Supervision 
1. The professional staff of the elementary school shall be certified for 

the work they perform by the Director of Teacher Certification. 

2. The school year shall consist of a minimum of 180 school days. 


3. The school day is a full day when the school is operative for at least 
a minimum of the length of time prescribed exclusive of lunch pro- 
gram. 


Kindergarten 2% hrs. 
Grade 1 4¥ hrs. 
Grades 2—3 5% hrs. 


Organization 


1. The pupil-teacher ratio shall be twenty-five to one, less in grades one 
and two. 

2. The pupil-teacher ratio shall be 30 to one or less in grades 3—8. 

Staff 

1. Each elementary school shall provide for a full-time supervising prin- 
cipal in schools with an enrollment of 300 or more children. 

2. In schools between 150 and 300 children enrolled, the elementary 
school principal shall have at least one half-time schedule for super- 
vision. 

3. Each elementary school shall provide guidance services to meet the 
educational needs of all children. In schools where the enrollment is 
limited, the staff should be shared in order to meet the minimum 
standards. 

4. There shall be provision for individual and group growth among staff 
members through such means as faculty meetings, curriculum com- 
mittees, visitation programs, workshops, selected professional meet- 
ings and self-evaluations. 


Library Services 


1. Each school shall provide library services for children and teachers 
with responsibility vested primarily in one qualified member of the 
school staff. 

2. Schools enrolling 150 to 300 children shall provide at least 1,000 
square feet of library space, or one regular classroom. 

3. Teachers and children shall have access to a basic collection of six 
thousand books. In case of a small school, the collection need not be 
housed within the building. Schools over 600 shall have at least ten 
books per pupil. 

4. For maintaining library resources, printed and not printed materials, 
a minimum of $5.00 to $10.00 per child shall be budgeted and ex- 
pended annually. 
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The cooperation between the Londonderry School Board and the 
citizens of Londonderry has been such that the schools in Londonderry 
are well along in meeting the minimum standards outlined above. This 
is particularly true of the facilities made available at the North London- 
derry School to their new addition. The guidance service portion of the 
standards are presently being met through the Pupil Personnel Director 
working out of the Child Development Center in Derry. The voters will 
have the opportunity to continue the position of Pupil Personnel Di- 
rector in the forthcoming annual school district meeting. 

The main problem facing Londonderry at this time is the student 
population growth. I would refer interested taxpayers to the London- 
_derry comprehensive pian of 1969 as published by the James W. Soule 
Company tables 37 through 44 will enable the reader to understand the 
seriousness of the problem of pupil growth. 

I wish to express my thanks to the School Board, School Study Com- 
mittee, Principals, and teachers for their cooperation and dedicated ef- 
forts to bring the best possible education to the youngsters in London- 
derry.

ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the citizens of Londonderry I hereby submit my first annual re- 
port as Assistant Superintendent of Schools. 

A new program in which children were grouped for learning purposes 
was approved by the School Board. This program, aided by the New 
Hampshire School Readiness Project, had been on a trial basis in Cen- 
tral School. It is now a School District program. All children were tested 
prior to their entrance into their first year of school and were re-evalua- 
ted after school began to insure proper placement. 

During the summer months, the curriculum committees which are 
composed of teachers from all towns within Supervisory Union No. 10 
continued their studies at Derry Village School. The fourth grade Social 
Studies group finished their last summer by compiling audio-visual ma- 
terial to supplement their program for all fourth grades in the Union. 
This committee will now continue their work in winter months. 

Teacher representatives from all grades began a review of Social Stu- 
dies, grades one through eight. A philosophy was developed to encom- 
pass an up-to-date attitude and instructional method. This group com- 
piled their findings into a handbook for all teachers of Social Studies. 
Their work will continue through the summer of 1970. 
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The Language Arts group continued for their third summer; their 
work has been evaluated, highly praised by consultants from the Uni- 
versity of Connecticut, Boston University and the State Department of 
Education. 

Evaluation of new teachers continued throughout the year. Principals 
in Londonderry and throughout Union No. 10 met together with Dr. 
Petroski from the University of New Hampshire to review and update 
our Supervisory procedures. All new teachers were evaluated. 

Recruiting for the year 1969-70 began in the latter part of February. 
Advertisements were mailed to many colleges, interviews were conduc- 
ted on-campus and all candidates visited our schools before being hired. 
We found that through our up-dated planning of school design and con- 
tinuance of our instructional programs, our teacher applicants were of 
high calibre. 

The weekly growth of population continues to be a problem. Organ- 
izing groups for instruction is constant as we never know what group or 
class next week’s new group of students will be assigned to. Our new 
students represent all areas of the United States, bringing with them a 
wide range of experiences and abilities. 

As an educational leader in your community, with considerable New 
England experience, I feel that the people of Londonderry should know 
the following: 

That they may be proud of their school system, its professional staff, 
and their choice of representation on their School Board. The quality 
of education that exists could not have been reached or maintained 
without sincere cooperation of all concerned. Together we will continue 
the never-ending search for a better learning process more suited to 
tomorrow’s needs.

The team approach initiated the previous year was 
being continued and expanded. The Readiness room and non-graded 
structure in 6th and 7th grade language arts was initiated. 

As the year progressed these programs proved their worth as the en- 
thusiasm and progress of the youngsters was observed. 

Many informative and rewarding meetings with parents were held 
throughout the year concerning Readiness, team teaching, the non- 
graded approach and the first grade reading program. The P.T.A. or- 
ganization was discontinued so the school attempted to take up the 
slack in home-school communication. 

One of the highlights of the year was the 250th Anniversary Pageant, 
the result of the joint effort of teachers and students who conceived, 
wrote and directed the entire production. Special consideration should 
go to Frances Kelley, Phyllis McDonald and Judith Mancusi who spent 
innumerable hours assuring the success of this Pageant. 

Paradoxically one of the most successful years also saw the largest 
turnover in the staff. This of course jeopardizes the continuity of any 
school program. Many of the great gains made will be lost as a result of 
this turnover. 

This also is my last report to the citizens of the community. After 
serving as principal for ten years I have decided to move on to a new 
experience. I have enjoyed the many friends and co-workers it has been 
my pleasure to know. I am most appreciative of the confidence in me 
expressed by the parents and teachers and my superiors over the years. 
I certainly have been most fortunate in this respect. | have seen amaz- 
ing growth in the ten years of my experience and congratulate the citi- 
zens of Londonderry in their interest in providing good education for 
their children.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
NORTH LONDONDERRY SCHOOL 


In September of this year, we opened our doors for the second time 
with an enrollment of 251 students in grades one through five with a 
class for slow learners. 

We were fortunate in retaining many of our experienced staff and in 
securing the services of several new teachers namely, Mrs. Elizabeth 
O’Brien in grade 1; Miss Kathy Hagianis in grade 2; Miss Sandra Craven 
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and Miss Sharon Magoon in grades 5; and Mrs. Marilyn Lamson as school 
librarian. 

A tremendous progressive program was undertaken in our reading 
program under the supervision of Miss Judith Mancusi, reading consul- 
tant. 

At the intermediate level, an integrated language arts program that 
involved cross-grading thus allowing students to function and progress 
at their own level proved to be very successful. During the course of the 
year, many students were transferred from one group to another in this 
language arts program because everyone was progressing on an individual 
basis. 

In the third grade level, Mrs. Elizabeth Lukas, created an individualized 
reading program which permitted each student in this room to work on 
his deficiencies and increase all reading skills. 

In the first grades, larger ability groups in reading were formed be- 
tween the two rooms in January to allow more teaching time for each 
group. Consequently here as in the other programs, flexibility was the 
guide to success. Parent-teacher conferences, instead of standard report 
cards were continued as last year and proved to be very valuable. Many 
parents expressed the benefits of such a program. 

Our reading program was further augmented by the school library 
under the leadership of Mrs. Marilyn Lamson. The extensive use of 
library indicated that this is a tremendous asset at the elementary level. 
Presently there are 1278 volumes. However, additional books and re- 
source materials as the school increases are still in demand. 

As the year evolved, many of the new ideas spread among the staff 
which created an interest in searching for new approaches. 


A rather unique program in this part of the country was also attempted 
and proven to be extremely successful. Mr. Richard Fahey, director of 
the Child Development Center and Dr. David Hebert, PHD from the 
University of New Hampshire, worked with us on a weekly basis in 
organizing group sessions to discuss different types of children, various 
behaviors in students and how best to provide for children with emo- 
tional, social and physical problems and how to prevent the further ex- 
tension and complication of such problems. 

In addition these sessions included the principal, the teaching staff, 
all specialists, the school nurse, the remedial reading teacher, the speech 
therapist and anyone else who might be directly associated with the 
child or children discussed. The success of this program was proven by 
the fact that not one child from this school had to be referred to a men- 
tal health clinic for treatment throughout the school year. This further 
indicated the need for a full time guidance counselor. 

Mrs. Arlene Spahn continued as director of the school lunch program. 
Her fine choice of meals and her tireless efforts was appreciated by stu- 
dents and staff alike. 

At the school district meeting in March 1969, an addition to this 
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school was voted by the townspeople. This added facility will also bring 
to this community several new concepts in education. This structure will 
be modeled after an “open area’ School and will be for grades four and 
five. New curriculum will be introduced to allow each student to pro- 
gress at his own rate under a continuous progress program in a non- 
graded structure. Team-teaching, cooperative teaching and individualized 
teaching will be in constant evidence in a very flexible organization. 

Every year, great progress is made in the schools of Londonderry. 
This achievement is truly that of the citizens of this community who 
carefully execute their responsibilities by attending the school district 
meetings and in approving the necessary funds for education. Quality 
education is the greatest gift parents can bestow upon their children. 

I am very grateful to my entire staff and especially to Mrs. Rita De- 
mers, school secretary, for having made this another successful year here 
in Londonderry.

The State Department of Health was notified after two verified cases 
of measles developed at North School in March. Free vaccine was then 


made available for all our susceptible school children. 175 children re- 
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ceived the vaccine. Dr. Russell C. Norton of Manchester donated his 
services to administer the vaccine. 

The Matching Funds Dental Clinic, sponsored by the P.T.A., was held 
in May and June. 95 children were examined by Dr. Kheriaty at his 
Derry office and necessary work on the permanent teeth was com- 
pleted. 

Due to the lack of a P.T.A. in Londonderry, this will be the last year 
for this type of dental program. 

The pre-school registration clinic was held on May 6 and 7 for all 
children entering school in September. Each child received a vision and 
hearing screening. Miss Nan Van Hoesen, a state dental hygienist, at- 
tended our pre-school registration. A dental evaluation and recommen- 
dations were made. 93 children were registered at this clinic. 

Optimal health is essential for maximum utilization of educational 
opportunities. The health status of the child bears a direct relationship 
to the quality of his educational achievement. 

The school health service attempts to be a stabilizing influence be- 
tween the home, the school and the community, and is ever contribut- 
ing to the improvement of health and education of the students. 

I wish to express my thanks to the superintendent, principals, teachers, 
parents and the school board for their cooperation. .

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REPORT OF SPEECH THERAPIST 


During the school year 1968-1969, Title I funds provided for a full- 
time coordinator/speech therapist and two part-time therapists in Su- 
pervisory Union No. 10, serving the towns of Auburn, Chester, Derry, 
Londonderry, and Windham. Dr. Don Glen Sandy of Boston University 
was consultant to the program. 

Approximately one hundred and eighty children, grades 1-8, received 
speech therapy for problems of articulation, hearing, language, voice, 
and stuttering. Therapy activities and progress of each child were kept 
in anecdotal records; and an evaluation of the child made in the fall was 
compared to one at the end of the school term to determine the child’s 
therapy status and recommendations. 

A Parents’ Day was held in each school so that parents could discuss 
their child’s speech problem and receive suggestions of what could be 
done at home. Parental help was emphasized as being vital to a child’s 
progress and carry-over. 

Public awareness of the need for this program to expand and provide 
more coverage was stressed. Articles about the speech therapy program 
were printed in local newspapers, and the coordinator spoke at parent- 
teacher functions. 

During the summer of 1969, a speech clinic will be held for four 
weeks. The clinic is directed to those children who need individual 
therapy for a more serious speech problem. The speech therapist will be 
involved as a consultant to the summer Headstart program, acting as a 
referral agency for speech evaluations and providing language stimula- 
tion activities in the Headstart classrooms. 

I wish to thank thesSuperintendent of Schools, his administrative 
staff, the various School Boards, principals, teachers, and staff of all 
schools, and the Child Development Center for contributing to the 
growth and success of this program.

Fiscal Accounting Records Prescribed for E.S.E.A. Title I Funds: 

Attention is again directed to the accounting requirements for E.S.E.A. 
Title I Funds. 

Regulations governing fiscal accounting records for “E.S.E.A. Title I’ 
funds granted the District require separate accounts with accurate line 
records of receipts and expenditures to be kept for each approved pro- 
ject. The use of separate purchase orders for the procurement of sup- 
plies and services, special vendors invoices, as well as segregated vendor 
and payroll manifests are likewise required. 

Accordingly, appropriate control and detail ledger accounts should 
be maintained for each individual program. These records should reflect 
the financial activities for the entire fiscal life of the program and are 
to be closed as the termination of project activities or after all obliga- 
tions incurred have been discharged. 

Disposition of unencumbered or unexpended funds should be clearly 
indicated on the records. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184, of the Laws of 1955, require that this 
report or the summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the School 
District.
